« A Proclamation prohibiting the Importation of 


forraine Gun-powder, and that His Maieſties Subie&s 
may be conſtantly ſupplied aut of His Maieſties Store-houlſes. 


I Hereas the Prouidence of Almighty God, amongſt many other 


3 bleſſings to this Kingdome, hath kurniſhed the ſame with Mines 
of Salt Peter foꝛ making ſufficient ſtoꝛe of Gun powder, foꝛ the 
Dcruiceand Defence of the ſame And whereas His Mateſtte ont 
of His Paincely care ofthe ſafety of his Kingdomes, hath ſo pꝛo⸗ 
uidꝛd foꝛ the digging and woꝛking of Salt Peter, and conner- 
ting and making the ſame into Gun powder within His own Do- 
minions, as that there (hall be alwayes ready in Hts Maieſtics 
Magazines oꝛ Stoꝛe houſes, ſuch competent pꝛopoꝛtions of good and ſerniceable Gun-pow- 
der, as (hall be neceſſary, not only foꝛ His Maieſties owne vle, but fo: the ſupplies of His Sub- 
ietts, foꝛ their expente at Sea and Land:His Maieſty therkoꝛe, foꝛ the better ſettling a woꝛk of 
ſuch Impoꝛtante as the making of Peter, and Powder in his owne Kingdomes ; And that 
the makers thereof, appointed by His Maieſtie, may receiue no interruption oꝛ diſcourage⸗ 
ment therein Doeth Herevy {tgnifie Dis Royall will and Pleaſure to bee, And doeth 
ſtraitly Charge and Command , That no perſon o2 perſons whatſoeuer, either His 
naturall bozne Subiccts, Dentzens o2 Strangers, doe at any time o2 times hereafter 
Impoꝛt, oꝛ bzing, 02 cauſe to bee Ynpozted oz bought into His Dominions of Exgland, 
wales, 02 Ireland, 02 àny of them, oꝛ into any the Pozts, Yauens, Creeks, oꝛ places there- 
of, any Gun powder Whatſoeuer, made, oz to bee made in any koꝛreine parts 02 plates, to 
bee ſold oꝛ put to ſale Here, vpon paint of the fozfeiture thereof : The ſame Gun powder to be 
ſeiſed to His Mateſties vie, And the moity ofthe value thereof to be paid to ſuch perſon oz per- 
ſonsas ſhall make ſeiſure of the ſame, vpon his oz their Delinery thereof into His Maielties 
Stoze-houſe; And alſo vpon paine of His Maieſties high Indignation aud diſpleaſure , and 
ſuch further penalties and puniſhments as may be inflicted on the offendo2s,foz the Contempt 
ofHis Royall Commandment in that bchalfe. 
And his Mateſhe doeth alſorequire and command all and ſingular the Officersof His 
Cuſtomes within all and euery the Pots of the ſame His Dominions, and the Creeks, and 
members thereof, That they, audeuery of them, fromhencefozth wholly fozbeare to take, oz 


make any Entries oꝛ Compoſitions,fo2 the Cuſtome,Sublidie,o2 other dutie foz any Gun-pow- 
der, bꝛought, 02 to be bꝛought into any His ſaid Dominions from any koꝛraine parts, tobe vtte⸗ 
red 02 ſold here: And allo that they, andeuery of them (whom it doth oz (ſhall concerne ) do ſtay 

and ſeiſe as fozfeited to the vſes afoꝛeſaid, all ſuch fozraine Gun powder as after the date here- 

ofthall be by any perſon oz perſons conucted, oꝛ bꝛought into any Pozt oz Creek of theſame His 
Maieſties Dominions to be vtteredo2 ſold, vpon paine of fozfeiture of their Offices, and of vn⸗ 
dergoing His Maieſties high Indignation and diſpleaſure, with ſuch further puniſhments,as 
their Contempts 02 defaults herein ſhall deſerne. 

And to the intent His Maieſties Subiects may from time to time bee duely ſupplied with 
Powder His Maieſtie, out of His Royall Care in that behalfe, hath giuen expꝛeſſe Oꝛder and 
Command, that His Officers ſhall be pꝛouided at all times hereafter, and ſhall haue in their tu⸗ 
ſtody in His ſaid Magazines oz Stoꝛe houſes, ſukficient quantities of Gun powder, from 
whence His Subietts ſhall and may from time to time, buy, and haue therof,by greater oꝛ leſſer 
quantities at their pleaſures, ſo much good and ſeruiteable Gun powder, as they oꝛ any of 
them ſhall require koꝛ their neceſſary vle and expente; And the ſame to be there ſold and deliuered 
vnto them, at the rate and pꝛite ol One ſhilling and ſir pence the pound, and not aboue, vntul His 
Maieſty ſhalbe pleaſed to giue further O2der therein. And to the end that the Retailers of Gun⸗ 
powder may be limitted to a moderate gaines thereby ; His Maieſtie doth hereby declare His 
Ropyall Mill and Commandment to be, That no perſon oz perſons that now dealeth, oz hereaf- 
ter ſhall deale in Retailing of Gun- powder within the Citie of London, and within thirtie miles 
thereof, oꝛ within thirtie miles ofany of His Maieſties Poꝛts, ſhall vtiter oꝛ ſelt the ſame aboue 
the rate oz pꝛite of One ſhilling eight pence the pound: But koꝛ ſuch Poꝛts oꝛ places as ſhall bee 
thirtie miles diſtant oꝛ moꝛe from London, oꝛ any His Maieſties ſaid Poꝛts, in ſuch caſes the ſaid 
Retailers may ſell the ſame at One ſhilling eight pence helt⸗peny the pound, and not abo ue 
which half-peny increaſe of pzice is allowed foꝛ the Land Carriage of che ſame Powder. 

And His Maieſtie doth hereby further declare His erpeſſe will and Pleaſure to be, and doth 
ſtraightly Charge and Command, That no perſon oz perſons whatſoeuer, other then his Ma⸗ 
ieſties Makers of Gun⸗ powder, who now haue, o2 hereafter ſhall be contracted with, ſhall at 
any time oꝛ times hereafter make, oꝛ cauſe to be made any Gun powder, within any His Maie⸗ 
ſties Dominions of England, ales, oꝛ Ireland, 02 any of them, either by the vſe ol Hand-mills, Wa⸗ 
ter-mills, oꝛ otherwiſe, vpon paine of the Foꝛfeiture as well o the ſame Powder ſo made, as 
of the Engines and Inſtruments to be vſed thereabout, and to haue the ſame Mills to be demo⸗ 
liſhed, and the Offendoꝛs therein to bee further pꝛeteeded againſt in Our Court of Star- 
Chamber, oz otherwilc puntſhed,acco2ding to their Conte;apts and Offences herein.
